diant ſplendour, A dull and dark cloſet, a Cloſe ſmothering Room, will breed 
Stifling Afthmas, clogging phlegms, panting wheezings, they feed melancholy 
ſluggiſhneſs, raiſe offenſive vapours, and make the Spirits faint and ſwooning z 
letit be in an Air pure, clear, fragrant, and temperate z ſuch as may nouriſh 
and refreſh the ſpirits of ſtudents, and may preſerve an healthful conſtitution, 
and lively ſtate, of both their inward and outward man; and ſuch as is beſt ſuited 
to a Generous mind, an Acute wit, a clear brain, a good Heart, free- breathing 
lunge,a ſound liver,a lively Colour,a peircing ſight a quick Hearing, a diſcerning 
Palat, a ſavoury ſmelling, a milkv honeyed fountain under the Tongue, a clear 
yoice, and aCtivity of limbs, ſuch Airs as are groſly-thick,patridly-Corrupted, 
noiſomly-vaporous,darkly-cloudy,do breed rheumes, cauſe obſtruftions,annoy 
the lungs, corrupt the blood, beger ill humors, infe& and oppreſs the hearr, 
deject and infpriſon the Spirits, having a malignant influence, and difeaſeing 
contagiouſneſs, quite ſubverting the Conſtitution and State of rhe whole man.

To this end,the Faces of both Maſter ard Scholars muſt be towards each others 
Faces, in the jPlural number, For fo is the Hebrew, Panm, alwayes ulcd, 
There are in nature,ewo (ides of the Eye-brows, which are ſumerimes ſmooth - 
ed with good likeing, at other rimes bended and frowning with diſlike : There 
xe two Eyes, which can caſt a favourable aſpect, or look with. anger : There 
re evo Noltrils, which can breath, either wrathfully or nor,as the Maſter ſees 
cauſe ; There are two Cheeks, where the Colour doth come and go, or not, as 
the Teacher is atfeted; Thele varieties of countenances an obtcrving Scholar 
ſhould rake notice of ; ceunſel is given by the Exe and Look, and fo Chritt 
councelled Perer with his Lye, He gave Peter luch a look, as drew bitter weep- 
ings from Peters Excs: and the Teacher may obſerve and diſcern by the Faces 
of his Scholars, whe ther they be intent and Serious, or not, whether the Heart 
and minu_ be lixeclv pondering upon what the Tutor doth inſtruct his Pupils in, 
or not: It were eaſy to put an Heap of Scriptures togerher abour this, If young 
Sons turn the back towards the Old Prophet, or if he turn the back towards 
them, How can he know, whether they regard his initructions or not ? how 
quickly will one idler or Scotter among them pur tis Fellows into diſorder ? It 
the Teacher pray for them and their Faces be nut towards each other, as if 
their backs be towardshim, or his rowards them, or if either he or they do 
clote or cover their Eyes in Prayer, They are not like to profic. The Eye has a 
Commanding, aweing, atteCting, aſpect with it : ſence, obſervation, and Expe- 
rience are Evidere proofs and demonſtrations of theſe things: and therefore 
alſo he ſhould be above then, that, none may be hid from his Eye, For other- 
wiſe, a Taller one before. may have another behind him of lower Stature who 
13 not ſo ſeen by the Teacher,and They ſhould fo fir in rowes, Face to the back; 
and back to the Face of their fellows, that they may mind their work, and not 


| byglanceing with the Eye and face of one anocher put each other intodiſorder.

There is mention made of Berh-Gilgal, the Houſe of Gilgal, of this Colledge 
more eminently, where Prieſts and Levites dwelt after their return to Feruſ.4- 
lem trom their captivity in Babylon. This Colleage of the Prophets alſo was in 
the Tribe of Benjamingz a great honour put upon that Tribe :and this G.lyal 
was ini the very heart and middle of the Lani of 7adea. In this Academy, or 
Seminary of learning. The Sons of the Prophers as Scholars were educated, 
who exerciſed chemieclves in the Study of the Hebrew-Scripture. If he, who 
went our into the field to gather Pot- herbs, were one of theſe Sons, he was 
no very skiltul H-cialitt (herein yer thoſe Scriptures they then had would 
have becter initructed bim, and made him more expert) for when he went out 
to gather Herbs, he tuui'd a vine of the field, the herb and leaves whereof 
were very bitter and polſonuus, and theſe wild gourds, a lapful of them were 
bred into the Pot of pucrage together with the ſavoury and wholſom Pot- herbs, 
which when eaten, would have endangered the lives of the young Scholars, 
had not the ©1d Prophet Eliſha healed and cured the portage of its poiſonful- 
nels, This Colledge was afterwards greatly corrupted with [dolatry and Super- 
ſition; tor, 10 1s the deſign of idolatrous Princes to raint and vetile the Univer- 
lities, from thence to (end forth youngSqhulars to infect the people where they 
come, with falle DoZtrines and worſhip, which was more poiſonful, conragious 
and Feltilential co Svuls, than the foremenrtioned wild vine would have been ro 
the Body. It was a place of publique conventions.

It was fehovah the Father, who gave unto Saxl as unto thoſe ſons a 

ſpirit of Prophecy ; and under God they had a Father, ſome Aged Prophet, 

who was their Teacher to (kill them in Scripture-learning, as thev ſtudyed the 

orginal Hebrew, in this School or Synagogue at Gibeah ofs/1, where the for- 

ces of the Philiſtines diJ garriſon, and keep watch : Souldiers and Armies even 

amongſt Pagans & Enemies ſhoulll yer be triendly to Schools and Colledges of 
Scripture-diſciples and Students ; allowing peaceably the opportunities, acivan- 

rages and maintenances of ſuch. If this- were Gabaa- Benjamin, it was allo a 

further Remark putting a peculiar Additional Honour upon That Tribe : It had 

the Surname of Sax, Gibeah of Saul, The Inftruftors and Totors of theſe 

young Sons were moſtly the more aged, gifted experienced and skilful of the 

Prieſts and Levites, and ſome other ſpecial extraordinary Prophers of other 

Tribes, trayning up, and Carechizing of the more promiſing and hopeful youths 

for the Service of the Sanctuary, and for the Teaching of the people ; this was 

the more ordinary way in the uſe of inſtituted means for the Educzting and in- 

ſtructing of ſuch under the Government and Tuition of the wiſer Elders, though 

the manifeſtation of the Spirit in a Gift of Prophecy was freely diſtributed ro 

any other when He would. Thus had this Place a Name of Honour, whilit the 

word and Laws of Chriſt were the Study and praftice of theſe Diſciples ; till 

they corrupted themſelves and one another, and the worſhip and Service of 

God, and fo defaced and blotred their Glory. The Places where theſe Scholars

Targum calls it, The Houſe of Doftrine, Kamah was the name of an High moun- 

rain, and Najeth, the name of this pleaſant School nigh unto it; A retired Col- 

ledge, firted for ſtudy, ſuited to meditation, where Samnel was overſeer, and 
Preſident, Rector and maſter Governour and Father. Here Sans meſſengers, 

not 
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not only once, but a ſecond, and a third time, and Sax! himſelf roo in his way 
thicherword, a ſecond time, were raviſhed into an Extaſy with a ſpirit of Pro- 
phecy, Theſe Maſters and Teachers in tract of rime, were greatly corrupted 
them(clves, and accordingly they corrupred the minds of their diſciples, impo- 
ing their own magiſterial dictates upon the Learners ; as if it had been Aurho- 
rity enough, that, ſuch Rabbies ſaid ſo : (g) which Lording it over mens con- 
ſciences Chriſt declared againſt in His time ; calling Diſciples from ſuch ufur- 
pers of Supremacy and [ntallibility, He Himſelf being thgir One and only ſu- 
pream DoCtor. Maſter and Father, When Chriſt was bur twelve years of age 


both hearing them, and aſking them Queltions ; For, 
teaching of theſe Diſciples, either by a continued Speech of the Maſter, or elſe 


by Queltions and Anſwers between Teacher and Learner.Chriſt was well grown ;, 
J in wiſdom, when He was but young in years; bur as tor others, it becomes 


them to remember, that, whilit chey are in their young years, they ſhould 
icknowledg themſelves to be but Sons and diſciples; and ſuch young Plants 
xe not fit ordinarily to be overſeers and Teachers, leaſt being lifted up with 
Pride, they fall into the condemnation of the Devil : How many hopeful young 
men has ſelt-pride in growing Gifts ruined, whereby they have provoked the 
Lord to blaſt and ro niptheir Bud ? how rare a Jewel is ir, ro meet witha young 
Timothy, ſo very early to be ſo mortifyed, ſo knowing in Scripture-Learning, 
experienced, ſo evcry way well inſtructed and furniſhed for the Miniſterial

perfect Number, As in Muſick, there are ſome Gradual Tones or Degrees of

The third chapter of this Book has all and every of thoſe Letters in Trines, 
every one of the Letters in three verſes one after another which do begin with 
one and the ſame Letter, only in the ſecond, third, and fourth chapters, two of 
the Letters, Gnajin and Pc have inverred the order, ©, being before y. This did 
not fall out caſually, but, by ſpecial Diſpoſe, and wiſe ordination of this lan- 
guage and Alphaber, and the letters thereof. 

The Thirty ſeventh Pſalm is penned according to.the true right order of the 
Hebrew Alphaber, there being two verſes allowed to every one of the two and 
twenty Letrers,except four which have but one verſe Daleth v,7.

Conſonants, fod and Yau and it has no, h, in the beginning of a ſyllable in the 
middle of a word, nor in the end of a ſyllable in the End ot a word; hence it is, 
that that Name of Names, and word of words MN! Zehovah is not ordinarily 
pronounceable by the Greek rongue according to the Common rules of their 
Gramt. +8; which doth not admit them ; ſoneither 7h, by itſelf, nor in Com- 
pound form,as Hatel,1ah,nor any other proper name in Hebrew that hath thoſe 
conſonants in it, as, Ajoub, Mirjam &c. 

Vowels are Eſſential ro Pronunciation, hence has a Conſonant his ſignification; 
for, a Conſonant is a Letter which doth ſound, that is, conſtitute a Syllable with 
2 vowel, not without a vowel : A vowel is to a Conlonantr, what the Soul is ro 
the Body, ic doth give Animation toa Syllable roa pronounced articulat ſound 
without which we cannot rightly underſtand any ſpeaking or writing ; as the 
Soul can move by itſelf, and alſv move the Body rogether with it, ſo a vowel 
both moves by itſelf, rhar is, it doth conRirute a ſound : thus an the Hebrew, 
it is in pronunication and in voice, 

Theſe Diſcoveries are not Childiſh trifles ; Great and weighty truths and 
things do much depend upon rhem, as the Intelligent do know, If the vowels 
were taken away, and only the Hebrew conſonants written, as if cheſe, only, and 
not alſo they were original, one and the ſame word would have ſo many vari- 
ous ſignifications, as would leave the true right meaning of the Scripture at 
great uncertainties, which may not be givenany way to at all. In the way, it 
being natural to write as we ſpeak, and to ſpeak as we write, let Advancers 
of the beſt learning diligently inquire and ſeriouſly conſider, whether there ought 
not to be Diprhongs put intv Hebrew Grammars which is commonly omitted, 
and whether it be not an Errour both in Hebrew Grammar and Pronunciation 
thar, rhoſe four conſonants "VNR being put with out a vowel in voice do loſe 
all their valor, value, force, vertue or price, in pronunciation, as if worth no- 
thing at all in pronunciation, being idle, and doing nothing in ſound, ſo that 
they call them Quieſcenr, having a place in the word written, but not being 
movable conſonants, becauſe not pronounced ? 

All dipthongs in the Latine rongue the Ancients ſo brought forth into ſound as 
that both the vowels were heard in the pronunciation, which was the true way 
ofutrering in ſpeech: when two vowels one following another did nor conſtitute 
oe Dipthong, but made two divers Syllables, they were nored by two points 
onthe Top or Cap of them, as Igneiis, Oceanus, Air, Phaeron. The Greeks 
have twelve Dipthongs ſix of theſe they call Proper, becauſe in theſe the ſound 
of both the vowels was heard,as zycz, Anra; a and v are both in the ſound; & 
the like in 4, Eja; both e and + are heard in 74, Ewge,e and v; ani in the reſt. 

Their Poets were more punctual in this, for, when there was need, they would 
difjoine them, and therefore they ſigned the latter vowel with two points, as 
yiry for pie, judicro z ai; tor as, puer. In the Hebrew Language, a vowel is 
that letter, which doth give a ſound ; The proper vowel, is alwaies a vowel or 
vocal, and it is iscither long or ſhort : the Proper long vowel is that which is 
ſpoken with a long drawn out ſound, or of double time, The ſhort vowel is 
that, which is pronounced or ſpoken witha ſhort quick ſound, and is of ſimple, 
ſingle or ſhort time : Thus, they have in Muſick ; There is along note, and a 
ſhort norte, A Breve, Semibreve & Minim. 

Why thoſe vowels, which they call imy roper, ſhould not be vocal, that 
is ſounding in the voice alwayes, where written in the Original, conſider 
wherher there be any grounded reaſon for it either in Scripture or in Na- 
ture, 

There are divers exceptions, which are brought in by ſome againſt ſome com- 
monly received Rules. 

One is, that they make no Dipthongs of any ewo vowels at all, though the 
Compounded improper vowels do confiit of two ſhort vowels. 

Another, that they reckon ſome Lecters to be Vowels, which yet are Conſo- 
ants, as when rhey expreſs a Dipthong, they ſay that is a Sound of two Vowels 
Joyned into one Syllable. E A third

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A tiird is, that they admit of no Dipthongs, where one Letter is a Conſonant 
and the other letter a ſimple vowel or a Compound vowel. ; 

The grounds on which the Excepters do enter their Diſſent, are theſe, one 
is, becauſe by theſe Rules, they ſpeak otherwiſe, than they write, and they 
write otherwiſe than they ſpeak: what ſome have obſerved of the people of 
one Nation, that they neither do as they write, nor write as they ſpeak, nor 
ſpeak as they think, nor think as they would be thought, having a quite con- 
trary meaning than what can be gathered from their words. 

Another is, that, they make not a Sufficient diſtintion in the ſounds of many 
words, which yet are of different ſignification : whereas,one great end of voices 
and of ſounds in ſpeaking, is (x) intelligiblenes ; without this, men ſpeak into 
the Air, and the hearers donot ſo well underſtand what that is which is ſaid. 
Nature even inother creatures doth inſtruct in this. For,it dothevidence it ſelf, 
not only in the voice ofa Rational man bur,alſo in the voice of Bruit beaſts,and 
in chirping birds: For they all do deſignate ſomewhat diſtintly by their 
ſound and voige to one another which doth carry ſome meaning with it ſach 
as they have a perception and knowledg of ; they underſtand how they are 
affected, either well pleaſed or ſome way agrieved by the very tone and noiſe 
in their way of expreſſing it,either calling upon each other to.come away to help 
one another, or to partake in ſome ſenſible good, or giving warning to them 
to be aware of ſomeevil when they are apprehenſive of danger ; yea the ſound 
of lower creatures,as of a drum, or trumpet, how many ſeveral things do they 
ſpeak unto Souldiers and Armies, being certain figns of determinate warlick 
affairs: if there be not an intelligible force or ſignificant power, going along 
in ſpeaking and utteranceflerters, ſyllables, and words, we ſhall be as Bar- 
barians to one another,the Idiom of the Language being outlanviſh and forrain, 
ſtrange and unknown, 

From this alſo other inconveniences do follow, For, it will hinder prefiting 
and edifying for want of ability in free conferring: which is one dangerous hurt 
which the Jews & the Iſraelites do wound their ſouls with, by keeping vp ſuch 
a tone, and way of pronouncing the Hebrew words,which they would have no 
Chriſtain ſo thorowly to be verſed in,thart,we can hardly treat with them about 
the grand concerns of the Scripture-religion, they «ffirming, that no man can 
utter the Hebrew language aright unleſs the inſtruments of ſpeech be uſed to 
frame unto it from the Childhood ;and there are diverie of the Hebrew letters, 
particularly,as to their Sound, uttered by, A and H, with ſo little difference in 
the voice, that the proper fignificancy of n.any words 1s much clouded thereby, 

This alſo doth further leave a great diſcouragement upon the ſpirit of young 
Scholars, who fear, leſt after ſome years ſtudy to ger skill in chis Tongue, 
they ſhall then be very far ro ſeek as to a right pronunciation ; the Jews having 
gorren ſuch a name tor this Hebrew language, becauſe it is more their mother 
rongue then of other people, though in ſeveral letters, ſyl'ables, and words, 
their manner of bringing them forth into ſound, 1s not ſo Articulat, ſo joynted, 
ſo diſtinct, ſo ſignificant, and expreſs,as that which more according to the very 
nacure of the inſtruments of ſpeech, in the throat, Palat, Noſe, Tongue, Teeth 
Gums, cheeks, and lips, either pure and ſingle, or joined and double, they do 
not diſtinctly rake in all natural ſounds neither is their voice ſo articulate as 
ro make it very intelligible; ifit were writtenas they pronounce it, how ſoon 
might a diſcerning Eye ſee,that were words written as the Jews and ſome others 
do utter, that meny words and Phraſes of Scripture would have their ſence iN 
Syntax much wronged ? How much did thar one letter, (3) w,coſt, ſome even 
their very lives, when ſome pronounce it, ſh, and others only as a ſingle, S? 
the Ephraimirs, whether trum ſome impediment in their ſpeech jtammering 
and liſping out of their words; or by evil cultom, or whatever elſe might be the 
cauſe, were many of them thereby deprehended and ſlain: It were worth the 
Inquiry, Seeing that the Hebrew torgue was the language of all the Tribes ot 
Iſracl,of that Tribe of Ephraim,as of the reit of the Tribes, how this corrupt pro- 
nunciation ſhould ſo run into a Tribe,was it a natural imperfection in the ſhape of 


their mouth, and ſo an Herecitary defect in their lip or rcngue, or ſome _

Theſe two ſeem very fairly & rightly drawn from the words as tranſlated in 
Engliſh ; and yet, the former ot thete two isa Falſe Dottrine; For, it is Chriſts to 
give, as other (:) Scriptures do convincingly prove he has commitlioned Power 
to grant unto him who overcoming to Sit With him in his Throne ; The Fa- 
ther hath committed All judgment unto the Son ; he hath given Chrilt authority 
to-execute judgment : The Father gave All things into Chriſts hands ; be gave 
Chriſt power over all fleth ; All authoritative power in heaven -ard in Earth 
was given unto Chriſt. The Trenflation therefore ſhould bave run thus, To Sir 
trom my Rights and from my letts(the Plural Number in both, rakes in hands, 
Arms, ſides &c.) not is it mine to give,But, (or excepr,or ſave)to them it is pre- 
pared of my Father, Chriſts it was to give, bur, to fuch as were expreſſed in his 
Commiſſion, whom the Fathers purpote was to honour With ſuch a Priviledg.

»As for what doth concera the Right pointing of Sentences, and diſtinguiſhing 
of thoſe Sentences by Punctarions and Accentuations, This is not a meer hu- 
mane invention, but, a God-inſp1red inſtitution : For, if theſe be raken away, 
how many bluſphemies would Ignorance and malice quickly run into ? conſider 
that Paſſage (r) in the Fitth Plalm; If a full Period be placed there, where there 
is but a Comma or a Colon, would it not be Blaſphemy ro make a full ſtop to 
cheſe words; Thou art not A God ? and ſo to read no further ; whereas it muſt 
be otherwiſe pointed ; For, Thou not «#1, (or the migh: y, Almighty ore,) 
A God delighting wickednels, The Evil ſhall not ſojourn thee. Thus, he who
